Mo hind offered the resolution at the sug-
gestion of the prominent men of Maryland,
who found themeelves now, by Lthe treachery of
the Execcntive of that State, alded, as thoy
claimed, by the Presldent of the United States,
panded over to Lhe power of these men, who
Lad been warring against Lhe Government,
They bad gone to Lhe Legisiature of Maryland
nnd pslied for an Investigation, but 1t was re-
fused to thom, The courls of Maryland, 0o,
hod been sclilng freedmen ngo siavery, o de-
fiance of the vivil Rights blll, The Unlon men
of that State fouud the President ngailnst them,
the Governor of Maryland agsinst them, and

the wanjority of the people of Maryland, who
Lnd been Rebels, and were now roestored to
power there ngaiust them, ‘The sole resource,
therefore, was in Congress, nod he asked that
in deference o them the resolution should be
udopted,

My, Prerers (Md.) ashed Mr, Ward whother
any memorial from these promipent Union
men of Maryland, to w hom ha hiad alluded, hnd
been preseuted to Congress, He doclared that
e had scen no suelh memorial, und he under-
ook to deny that this movemenl wos spuue-
tioned by any conslderable nuober of promis
nent Unlon moen io Maryland,

Mr. WARD stated that he had seen no suech
